Almost invariably do passengers on 
arriving at Shanghai find the pass- 
port examiners insisting that free- 
dom from visa requirements applies 
only to Hongkong-born British sub- 
“jects. i 

Tt was as rocently as a fortnight 
ago, in consequence of the expecri- 
ence of the editor.of this journal 
when visiting Shanghai, that the 
consular authorities there obtained 
a definite assurance from the Chief 
of the Passport Bureau that in fu- 
ture all bona fide Hongkong resid- 
ents if armed with Government- 
endorsed passports, would enjoy 
immunity from visa requirements. 
It was also stated that the examin- 
erg had been instructed accordingly. 
{tis was a re-statemont of many 
previous promises‘ to the sama ef- 
fect. Yet genuine British residents 
of Hongkong arriving Bubeequent- 
ly have found tho position quite un- 
altered, they boing required to pro- 
ceed to the Passport Bureau and 
there pay for a visa.

A Regulation has recently come 
‘nto force under which motorists 
using“ non-moter roads are 
required to pay $20. per annum for 
t permit, or, alternntely, $2. 
‘ach month or part of a month 
Juring which a permit ia re- 
tired. There ia, of — course, 
some justificalion in charging for 
the privilege inasmuch as roads 
not built to withstand motor 
Yaflic, are subjected to additional 
wenr, and only a limited number 
of motorists cause this. It fs not 
slear however, whether a permit 
«vers all non-motor ronds,.or only 
che road stipulated by the appli- 
sant. We learn from the Traffic 
Department that consideration 
would doubtless be shewn to the 
holder of a permit, who desired 
‘o use various non-motor roads, 
but we think that as a fee is now 
levied, the permits might apply 
renerally in the’ Colony. A 
‘exident, for example, living on 
‘he Barker Road should not be 
cut to the trouble of applying for 
special’ permiasion to’ use other 
xon-motor ronds occasionally, pro- 
viding he ia in possession of the 
aeceasary authority. In the cause 
of small ears, n apecial concession 
might be made. because they can

Planes flying the Atlantic with 
only a single tank of compressed 
alr as the fucl fond. . uutomo- 
biles being driven for days at a 
time without refucllingr, 

These are two possibilities 
which Roy J. Meyers promises 
with the use of a compressed air 
motor he has perfected after six 
years of intensive work. He had 
the motor running an automobile 
through the streets of Loa Angeles 
recently and was well satisfied 
with its operation. 

hree factors give thia com- 
pressed air motor advantagea-over 
asoline engines, Meyers claims. 
They are: 

1. Low cost of manufacturing. 

2. Low cost of operation, 

3. Wider travelling radius on 
one fuelling,

The 
motor operates with a single lever 
which controls the amount of air 
released into the cylinders. . 

“T believe thia motor will revolu- 
tionize flying‘ us it will cliuminnte 
the necessity for carrying heavy 
loads of fuel and do away with 
many of the dangers aa well. 


One of the principal dangers of 
flying to-day is fire and with my 
motor there is nothing to cause a 
fire. 


Cost Extremely Low. 


“Nor is there any danger of an 
explosion, since we carry only 200 
pounds of nir pressure and the 
tauk is constructed to withstand 
a pressure of 500 pounds. :

PRINCE OF WALES AT~ 
OPENING SESSION. | 


‘ -- London, Nov. 27. . 

Tho Burma Round Table Con- 
ference, to consider the futuro 
constitutional necds of Burma, 
consequent on the projectod 
sepacation from India, assembled 
in tho King’s robing room at the 
House of Lords, in the presence 
of the Prince of Wales, who de- 
-livered the opening speecii of wal- 
come. 


Mr. Racneay MacDonald, Earl 
Peel (who is chairman), a number 
of picturesquely attired Burmose 
mon and women delegates, who 
‘apoke excellent English, snd 
European representat|vea, algo par- 
ticipated in the opening proceed- 
ings, after which the conference 
adjourned to arrange its forth- 
coming businass.

tics, no political press, But now} 
for some time past the elected re- 
presentatives of the pcople of 
Burman have conatituted the great 
majority of its legislature, and 
shared: responsibility ‘or a large 
part of {ts administration. 


“To-day they have come here to 
discuss around one table, with re- 
presentatives of the political par. ! 
tfes in this country, the lines of 
further constitutional advance, : 
and seck an agreament thereon for: 
the guidance of Parliament. Those 
whore dvty it fs to build 2 now 
framework of government or adapt , 
the old one to new cpndition. must ; 
be wise and careful architects, re- 
membering their building wiil have 
At once to.bear the rtenina and 
stresaes Of a very difficult and 
restless phase of human history.” 


The King’s Interest. 


Referring to Britain's feeling of 
goodwill towards Burma, and sym- 
pathy with the people’s aspirations, | 
the Prince of Wales added: 


“No one will watch your pro- 
ceedings with deeper sympathy, or 
closer attention, than the King Em- 
peror. It is hia earnest prayer 
that this . conference may be 
ennbled, under Providence, to open 
the way to a new era of content- 
ment and.wellbeing for ail his 
ocople in Burma, and to confirm 
and strenethen their friendly and 
fruitful relations with thefr fellow 
subjects throughout hia Emnlre. In 
Jiis name, and my own, T wish you 
godspeed for your labours”.

Dublin, Oct, 31. 

Tho military tribunal ect up 
under the Conatitutton (Amand- 
ment) Act decided last night that 
tho current isauc of the “Republic,” 
tho extremist paper, constituted a 
seditious publication, and, autho- 
rised ita seizure. 


Acting on the eae of tho 
tribunal order, detectives seized 
several thousand copies at the 
offices of the journal, and also 
visited a largo number of news- 
agents and selzed all copies of tho 
Paper in stock. 


During the past few days a 
“swoop” was carried out by police 
and detectives throughout the Frea 
Siatn an cmolovena of the Soviet 
firm, Russian Oll Products, Ltd. 
eeeeey useered Hou Cruveilers em- 
ployed hy the firm were detained 
and searched, as also were their 
vehicles. All were subsequently 
released. It is understood that the 
police were searching for Com- 
munist Hterature. . 


Considerable activity was. ghown 
in Waterford City by the Civic 
Guards during Inst night and to- 
day.
